It is no 
new thing for me to be a temperance wo- 
man, as Ihose who know me best will tes- 
tify ; and though this may be my "Mai- 
den speech " in public, I have made many 
an one to private. 


It is frequently said that the temperance 


question has been exhausted. I consider 
that there is but one Way to osthaust the 
temperance question, and that is to abolish 
intemperance, 
the intemperance ques- 


tion can never be exhausted. Were its 
evils to cease this very day it would take 
an eternity to even tell its woes, and none 
but the inebriate's wife and child are fit 
for the monuments of its aad history. 


; I wish to speak to-night .especially to 
those who class themselves on the side of 
temperance, both men and women. There 
is much said about the law, that it is all 
sufficient, if enforced, etc. We admit that 
if even one-half of the' violations of the 
law were punished, it would remedy the 
evil to a great extent, but that has never 
been done, and never will be done; but 
we think that the majority of the persons 
Who take this position would be as badly 
hurt if the law is enforced, as the saloon 
keepers themselves. 
But the law fur- 


nishes a screen for them, and they dodge 
behind it. To the few exceptions who 
honestly believe thus, I would ask, do 
you feel safe to let Ihe places of tempta- 
tion remain in our midst t 
\ When your son and my eon arrive at 
the age of twenty-one, that very day they 
can celebrate, if they choose, (and you 
know the inclination of Young America,) 
by going to a saloon and taking a drink, 
and the law would sny "Amen." After 
that time they could go as many as three 
times a day, I suppose, and perhaps more; 
at least, until they have lost their manli- 
ness enough to talk silly, or vicious, or 
lean a little too far to one side of the street 
or the other, tb.en, if we are exceedingly 
sjirewU, and can find out where they ob- 
tained their whisky, and have money 
„„„.,,.. lo pay o lawyer's fee, tho law will 
present itseif aa their guardian—but not 
until they are crippled for life. When 


have become "halt, and maimed and 


blind," it will seud them out into the 
world to do ibi duties wilh their moral 
courage gone, and an appetite for strong 
iiririk that will haunt them till their dying 
day.
